Resident  Assistant . . .  Counselor,  Pastor,  Servant. 


The  position  of  resident  assistant  is  one  of  counselor,  servant,  pastor.  While  the  RA  is  a  member  of  the  staff  and  is 
responsible  and  accountable  to  the  dean  of  students,  his/her  duties  go  beyond  the  defined  areas  of  accountability. 
Often,  an  RA  is  challenged,  stretched,  misunderstood,  and  used;  and  their  time  is  not  their  own.  It  is  a  demanding,  but 
rewarding  ministry. 

Being  an  RA  affects  all  areas  of  one's  life.  As  persons,  they  must  strive  to  maintain  a  good  devotional  and  prayer  life 
augmented  with  regular  Bible  study,  participate  in  hall  activities  and  programs,  and  be  actively  involved  in  a  local 
church.  As  staff  members,  they  must  attend  weekly  staff  meetings  with  the  dean  of  students,  submit  yearly  personal  goals 
and  objectives,  be  a  spiritual  leader  in  the  hall  with  servanthood  a  goal  in  all  relationships,  and  be  sensitive  to  the  physi- 
cal psychological,  spiritual,  and  emotional  needs  of  every  individual  in  the  hall.  Finally  as  students  they  must  maintain  a 
GPA  of  at  least  2.5  and  remain  in  good  academic  and  financial  standing  with  the  college,  in  addition  to  participating  in 
several  workshops  and  conferences  pertinent  to  their  position. 

RA's  have  a  tremendous  load  to  carry,  and  it  seems  one  would  grow  weary  at  times  under  the  strain  of  it  all.  But,  as 
Kathy  Carr,  Dean  of  Students,  says:  "You  can  make  it  what  you  want;  you  will  contribute  more  because  of  who  you  are 
than  what  you  do."

Urbana  79  (Dec.  26-Jan.  I )  was  held  in  Urbana-Champaigne,  Illinois,  at  the  University  of  Illinois  campus.  It  was  put 
on  by  Intervarsity.  Several  NCC  students  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  traveling  to  this  smorgasborg  of  missionary  endeav- 
orment. 

Special  guests  at  Urbana  79  included  Elizabeth  Elliott,  who  addressed  the  question  of  how  we  can  hear  God's  voice 
and  then  be  willing  to  be  a  witness  for  Him;  Luis  Palau,  who  spoke  on  evangelism  and  personal  responsibility;  Bernie 
Smith,  songleader;  Billy  Graham,  who  spoke  on  personal  committment  and  being  willing  to  give  up  all  for  Christ's 
cause;  and  the  Reverend  R.  W.  Stotts  (author  of  Basic  Christianity  and  several  commentaries,  who  explored  the  apolo- 
getics of  the  mission  field. 

The  purpose  of  Urbana  is  to  stimulate  interest  in  and  committment  to  the  mission  field.  It  is  primarily  geared 
toward  college  students,  but  people  of  all  ages  attend.  One  of  its  goals  is  to  establish  missions  as  a  focal  point  of  the 
church. 

Although  nearly  I  8,000  people  attended  the  convention,  opportunities  for  close  fellowship  were  provided.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  large  group  meetings  in  the  stadium,  the  people  were  divided  into  smaller  Bible  Study  groups,  seminars, 
and  group  sessions.  Each  person  also  got  to  contribute  early  every  morning  to  intimate  devotions  with  roommates.

For  the  I  5th  time  in  a  row, 
Coach  Cox  guided  the  NCC 
Crusaders  to  a  winning  sea- 
son. Aided  by  dynamic  play- 
ers, such  as  All-American 
Mike  Peterson  (top  vote-get- 
ter for  MVP  and  second  lead- 
ing scorer  in  the  nation  tor 
the  NLCAA),  All-Leaguer 
Barry  Bokn,  and  Slam-Dunker 
Al  Tuley,  the  team  won  the 
PNCC  crown  for  the  5th 
time  in  7  years,  ending  the 
year  with  only  one  league 
loss  and  a  season  record  of 
19-8. 

Mixed  in  with  all  the  joy  of 
having  such  a  fine  team  and 
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a  tremendous  season  was  a  note  of  sadness: 
after  15  years  of  dedicated  service,  Coach 
Duane  Cox  has  resigned.  However,  he  will 
remain  with  the  college,  working  in  the 
Development  Office,  possibly  in  the  area  of 
recruiting.  With  him  he  will  take  precious 
memories:  This  year,  for  the  seventh  time, 
he  was  chosen  PNCC  Coach  of  the  year, 
and  in  15  years  of  coaching,  he  never  had  a 
losing  season.  But  perhaps  more  lasting  than 
these  will  be  the  memories  of  the  relation- 
ships and  bonds  that  were  formed  between 
him  and  the  players  in  that  time.  It  is 
regarded  as  general  consensus  by  both 
alumni  and  returning  students  that  his  guid- 
ance and  direction,  both  on  and  off  the 
court,  were  invaluable.
